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Government contracts ; P.A. cloths issued by the Wool Control, 
for specific uses ; hand-knitting yarns at present controlled by 
the Knitting Yarns (Maximum Prices) Order 1942 (see the 
* Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 2nd May 1942, page 231), which 
it is intended will in due course be amended in the light of this 
Order; cloths covered by specific Related Price Lists under 
the General Apparel and Cloth (Maximum Prices and Charges) 
Order, 1942, as amended by subsequent Orders and cloths less 
than 18 inches in width. It also fixes, for the first time, the 
maximum charges to be made by persons who carry out services 
on commission at any stage of production between the raw 
materials of the spinning section of the industry and the finished 
yarns or cloths. This Order thus covers spinners (Arts. 2, 3 and 4) 
and weavers (Arts. 5-10), commission spinners (Arts. 12 and 13) 
weavers (Art. 14), menders (Art. 15) and all other commission 
processors (Art. 16), in all parts of the country. It applies to 
utility as well as to non-utility cloths; the conditions under 
which the utility mark may be applied are laid down in the 
Woven Wool Cloth (Manufacture and Supply) (No. 4) Directions, 


6. Worsted Spinning (Art. 2). The prices charged by worsted 
spinners have, in the past, been based on a scale of charges 
drawn up by the Worsted Spinners’ Federation. It is this scale 
with certain revisions made as the result of recent investigations 
carried out by the Central Price Regulation Committee, which 
has been adopted for the purpose of fixing maximum prices for 
worsted yarn. The Worsted Spinners’ Federation Scale is the 
Related Price List referred to in this Order, and the maximum 
price to be charged by a worsted spinner for worsted yarn will 
be the appropriate List charge for the particular yarn produced. 
The List at present covers only all wool yarns ; scales for admix- 
tures are at present being drawn up and will be added in due 


7. Woollen Spinning (Arts. 3 and 4). At present no scale, 
comparable to the worsted scale exists for woollen spinners, 
although it is intended that one shall be compiled. When this 
scale is completed, it is intended that it will be used to replace 
the present provision in this Order. This is to lay down a method 
by which the spinner is to calculate his maximum price. 

8. In order to ascertain the maximum price for any yarn, 
the spinner adds together the following four items: (i) cost of 
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a Wool Yarn and Wool Cloth

THE ORDER 


1, The maximum prices charged for non-utility wool cloth 

hy until 3rd August 1942, governed by the Prices of Goods 
, 1939. 

2, Since 3rd August 1942 the maximum price charged for non- 
utility wool cloth has been “the current price” as defined by 
the General Apparel and Cloth (Maximum Prices and Charges) 
Order, 1942 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of Ist August 
1942, page 356), which was the price being charged for any cloth, 
a comparable cloth, on 30th June 1942. 

8. The maximum prices charged for wool yarn (except hand- 
i knitting yarn) have throughout been governed by the Prices of 
Goods Act, 1939. 

4, Such control as has hitherto been applied to commission 
Mocessors has been a voluntary one. 

5. Scope of the Present Order. The present Order fixes maxi- 
Mum prices for all the products of the wool spinning and wee~ _.. 
itdustries—viz., woollen and worsted yarns and woollen and 
Worsted cloths—with certain exceptions only, e.g., cloth for 
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raw materials, (ii) cost of conversion, (iii) cost of processes done 
on commission, and (iv) an allowance for profit. Certain rules 
are laid down as to the amounts to be taken into account under 
each item. 

9. The cost of raw materials will be based on a weighted average 
of stocks in hand and materials which are the subject of contracts 
for purchase at fixed prices and for delivery during the period 
for which prices are to be determined (Articles 3 (i) and 18 (2) (i) ). 

10. The amount to be taken into account under the item “ cost 
of conversion ” is arrived at as follows : The spinner first ascer- 
tains his present costs of carrying out the processes he does, and 
in doing so he has to assume, for the purpose of calculating the 
overheads, that his mill is working at 724 per cent. of full capacity 
output. (Full Capacity output is defined as being the maximum 
output that might reasonably be expected to be produced from 
the machinery or apparatus in the establishment during normal 
working hours, excluding overtime. By way of fuller inter- 
pretation, it is suggested that this means the volume of output 
which could, in normal citcumstances, be produced by all the 
woollen cards (or, in the case of weaving, looms) in the mill or 
factory being operated during normal working hours excluding 
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overtime. In the case of spinning, this will mean the output 
obtained by operating ‘all the cards in the mill for a normal 
working week, allowance being made for the time that would 
normally be lost through the cards being prepared for the produc- 
tion of a different yarn, or for carrying out operations.such as 
card grinding and card clothing. In the case of weaving, it will 
mean the output which would, in normal circumstances, be 
produced by all the looms in the factory during normal working 
hours excluding overtime, allowance being made for the number 
of looms that would normally be employed in weaving patterns 
and sample lengths and for the time normally lost through 
looms being temporarily out of operation for running repairs or 
to avoid unnecessary expense in changing gears or otherwise 
adapting the looms for the production of a different cloth). The 
spinner then ascertains what it would have cost him to carry 
out the same processes on 30th June 1942, assuming for this 
calculation an activity rate of 90 per cent. of full capacity 
output; to this figure he adds 15 per cent. He can then take 
into account in calculating his maximum price whichever is the 
lesser of these two amounts—that is to say, either the present 
cost (based on an activity figure of 72} per cent.) or the 30th June 
1942 cost (based on an activity figure of 90 per cent.) plus 
15 per cent. (Article 3 (ii) ). 

11. The amount to be taken into account under the item 
“cost of processes done on commission” will be the amount 
properly paid to the commission processors (themselves controlled 
by other parts of this Order) except that a spinner who himself 
possesses plant for carrying out such processes may take into 
account only what he would have been entitled to take into 
account if he had done the job himself (Articles 3 (iii) and 18 (1) ). 

12. The profit to be added is 44 per cent. of the total of the 
amounts taken into account under the three previous items 
(Art. 3 (iv) ). : 

13. The method outlined above applies to all woollen spinners, 
but the actual figures used are different for spinners in Cumber- 
land, Durham, Northumberland, Westmorland or in Scotland 
(Article 4) from those given above. For these spinners, the 
activity figure to be taken for the purpose of calculating over- 
heads, both for the current period and for 30th June 1942 is 
66% per cent. ; and no addition may be made to the 30th June 
1942 conversion cost for the purpose of ascertaining which 
amount may be taken into account under item (ii) (see para- 
graph 8 above). The profit figure for these northern counties 
and for Scotland is 6 per cent. The maximum price for woollen 
spinners in these counties and in Scotland will thus be the sum 
of :— 

(i) the cost of raw materials (as in paragraph 9 above) ; 

(ii) the present cost of conversion (based on an activity figure 
of 66% per cent.) or the 30th June 1942 cost (based on 
activity figure of 66% per cent.), whichever is the less ; 

(iii) the cost of processes done on commission (with the same 

proviso as in paragraph (11) above) ; 

(iv) 6 per cent. of the total of the amount taken into account 

under headings (i), (ii) and (iii) above. 


WEAVING. 

14. This Order has separate Articles which apply to several 
diiferent descriptions of cloths, and to different classes of manu- 
facturers. The method to be observed is, in general, the same 
as that provided for woollen spinners (except in one case), but 
the actual figures used vary from class to class, in accordance 
with the different conditions prevailing in different sections of 
the industry, and the varying types of manufacture in different 
parts of the country. The following table shows the classes of 
cloths and weavers provided for :—

As stated above, the method to be used in calculating the 
maximum price to be charged by a weaver (except of the class 
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in item F above) is the same as that for a woollen spinner ; but 
there are different figures to be applied in each case. The 
provisions applying to the various classes can be summarised 
as follows :— 

15. A. Woollen cloth manufactured by a woollen spinner 
manufacturer (Article 5). The maximum price is the sum of :— 

(i) the cost of raw materials (as in paragraph 9 above) ; 

(ii) the present cost of conversion (based on an activity figure 
of 72} per cent.) or the 30th June 1942 cost (based on an 
activity figure of 90 per cent.) plus 174 per cent., which- 
ever is the less ; 

(iii) the cost of processes done on commission (with the same 

proviso as in paragraph 11 above) ; 

(iv) 44 per cent. of the total of the amounts taken into account 
under headings (i), (ii) and (iii) above. 

A “woollen spinner manufacturer’ means a manufacturer 

who is also a spinner of woollen yarn. 

16. B. Woven wool cloth (i.e., both woollens and worsteds except 
“* fine worsteds ”’) manufactured by a manufacturer who is not also a 
spinner of woollen yarn, or where premises are not in the specifically 
mentioned areas (Article 6). The maximum price is the sum of :— 

(i) the cost of raw materials (as in paragraph 9 above) ; 

(ii) the present cost of conversion (based on an activity figure 
of 62} per cent.) or the 30th June 1942 cost (based on an 
activity figure of 523 per cent.), plus 174 per cent., 
whichever is the less ; 

(iii) the cost of processes done on commission (with the same 
proviso as in paragraph 11 above) ; 

(iv) 5 per cent. of the total of the amounts taken into account 
under headings (i), (ii) and (iii) above. 

This method and figures apply to all weavers who are not 

separately dealt with. 

17. C. Woven Wool Cloth manufactured by weavers in Devon, 
Dorset, Gloucester, Oxford, Wilts or Worcester (Article 7). The 
maximum price is the sum of :— 

(i) the cost of raw materials (as in paragraph 9 above) ; 

(ii) the present cost of conversion (based on an activity figure 
of 623 per cent.) or the 30th June 1942 cost (based on an 
activity figure of 66% per cent.) plus 15 per cent., which- 
ever is the less ; 

(iii) the cost of processes done on commission (with the same 
proviso as in paragraph 11 above) ; 

(iv) 6} per cent. of the total of the amounts taken into account 
under headings (i), (ii) and (iii) above. 

18. D. Woven Wool Cloth manufactured by weavers in Cumber- 
land, Durham, Northumberland, Westmorland, or Scotland 
(Article 8). The maximum price is the sum of :— 

(i) the cost of raw materials (as in paragraph 9 above) ; 

(ii) the present cost of conversion (based on an activity 
figure of 66% per cent.) or the 30th June 1942 cost (based 
on an activity figure of 66% per cent.), whichever is the 
less ; 

(iii) the cost of processes done on commission (with the same 
proviso as in paragraph 11 above) ; 

(iv) 6 per cent. of the total of the amounts taken into account 
under headings (i), (ii) and (iii) above. 

19. EL. Fine Worsted Cloth manufactured by weavers outside the 
areas covered by items C and D above (Article 9). ‘‘ Fine Worsted 
Cloth ” means cloth made entirely from worsted yarn spun from 
tops of not less than 66’s Bradford quality, save only for the 
inclusion of rayon, or other similar material used for decoration 
and comprising not more than 5 per cent. by weight of the total 
material used. The weavers chiefly affected by this Article will 
be the fine worsted manufacturers in the Huddersfield area. 

The maximum price is the sum of :— 

(i) the cost of raw materials (as in paragraph 9 above) ; 

(ii) the present cost of conversion (based on an activity figure 
of 524 per cent.) or the 30th June 1942 cost (based on an 
activity figure of 624 per cent.) plus 174 per cent., which- 
ever is the less ; 

(iii) the cost of processes done on commission (with the same 
proviso as in paragraph 11 above) ; 

(iv) 6} per cent. of the total of the amounts taken into account 
under headings (i), (ii) and (iii) above. 

20. F. Woven Wool Cloth (i.e., both woollens and worsteds) 
manufactured by persons who have their weaving done on com- 
mission (Article 10) (except in pursuance of an arrangement 
certified by the Board of Trade under Section 18 of the Finance 
Act, 1941, i.e., the concentration arrangements). In this case, 
the method to be used in arriving at the maximum price is 
slightly different ; the difference lies in the fact that the person 
in this category may not take any profit on the payments he 
makes to the commission weaver and mender, but must add 

these amounts net. His maximum price is therefore arrived at 
by taking the sum of :— 
(i) the cost of raw materials (as in paragraph 9 above) ; 
(ii) the cost of processes other than weaving and mending (¢.$ 
dyeing) done on commission ; 

(iii) the appropriate allocation of the general overhead charges 

of his business (i.e., the items listed in paragraph 3 of the 
Schedule) ; 
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(iv) 5 percent. of the total.of;the amounts taken into account 
under headings (i), (ii) and (iii) above ; 
(v) the charges made by the commission weaver and mender. 


COMMISSION PROCESSES. 

21. Commission Worsted Spinning (Article 12). The Worsted 
Spinners’ Federation Scale, referred to in paragraph 6 above, 
has been adapted and extended, and a scale of maximum charges 
to be made by commission worsted spinners, in line with those 
applicable to worsted spinners spinning their own yarn, has been 
compiled. This scale forms the ‘Related Charge Lists ” referred 
to in this Order, and the maximum charge to be made by a 
commission worsted spinner will be the appropriate scale charge. 

22. Commission Woollen Spinning (Article 13). It is intended 
that, as soon as possible, a scale of charges similar to the worsted 
spinners’ scale should be applied to commission woollen spinners. 
In the meantime the maximum charge to be made by a com- 
mission woollen spinner is the charge he was making for per- 
forming a similar service on 30th June 1942, plus any proved 
increase in cost since that date, but in no case more than 12} per 
cent. 

23. Commission Weaving (Article 14). The method to be used 
in arriving at the maximum charge to be made by a commission 
weaver is not, in principle, different from that for a weaver 
producing cloth from his own yarn. The commicsion weaver 
will not have any raw material costs to bring into account, and 
his maximum price will therefore be the sum of the following 
amounts :— 

(i) the cost to him of carrying out the processes concerned 
(based on an activity figure of 52} per cent.) or the cost of 
carrying out the same processes on 30th June 1942 (based 
on an activity figure of 62} per cent.) plus 17} per cent., 
whichever is the less ; 

(ii) the cost of processes done on commission (with the same 
proviso as in paragraph 11 above) ; 

(iii) 5 per cent. of the total of the amounts taken into account 

under headings (i) and (ii) above. 

24. Commission Mending (Article 15). The maximum charges 
for commission mending are arrived at in exactly the same way 
as for commission weavers, and the same figures of activity, 
profit, etc., are applicable. 

25. Other Commission Services (Article 16). It is intended 
that commission services not otherwise provided for in this 
Order shall eventually be dealt with either by working out a 
scale of charges (as in the case of commission worsted spinning) 
or by the same method as has been used for commission weaving. 
Some of the processes involved in the production of wool yarn 
or wool cloth are already controlled in other ways by the Ministry 
of Supply—e.g., top-making ; and these are not affected by 
this Order. Broadly speaking, this Article covers all commission 
services coming between tops (in the case of worsteds) or blend 
(in the case of woollens) and finished cloth, unless they have been 
specifically dealt with elsewhere; and the maximum charge- 
fixed for any such services (in some cases as an interim measure 
until they are dealt with by one of the methods referred to above) 
is the charge that was being made for carrying out a similar 
process on 30th June 1942, plus any proved increase in costs 
since that date, but in no case more than 10 per cent. of the 30th 
June 1942 charge. 


WHOLESALERS AND RETAILERS (Article 11). 

26. This Order is concerned mainly with manufacturers and the 
way in which their maximum prices are to be calculated. As 
far as wholesalers and retailers of woven wool cloth are con- 
cerned, their maximum prices will still continue to be calculated 
by the method laid down in the General Apparel and Cloth Order, 
1942, as amended by subsequent Orders or the Utility Cloth 
Order, 1943 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 10th July 
1943, page 256), as the case may be (i.e., by the addition of the 
appropriate margins). The other provisions of that Order (e.g., 
discounts, composite businesses) will also continue to apply as 
far as wholesalers and retailers, and wholesale and retail branches, 
are concerned. 


discounts (Article 17). 

27. This Order makes it compulsory for any manufacturer of 
woven wool cloth to allow a discount of not less than 2} per cent. 
to a wholesaler or retailer if payment is made or tendered before 
the 10th day of the month following the month in which the 
goods were consigned. 

GENERAL (Article 18). 

28. Throughout this Order “ cost” refers to the items set out 
in the Schedule appended to the Order, and ‘‘ overhead costs ” 
tefers to the items in paragraphs 2 and 3 of that Schedule. 

29. This Order does not apply to (i) cloth the price of which 
is covered by a Related Price List under Part I of the General 
Apparel and Cloth (Maximum Prices and Charges) Order, 1942 ; 
(ii) cloth purchased by or on behalf of a Government Depart- 
ment ; (iii) .P.A. Cloth ; (iv) cloth of a width less than 18 inches ; 
(v) hand knitting or mending yarns ; or (vi) yarns purchased by 
or on behalf of a Government Department. 

In addition, it does not apply to any spinner or. weaver who 
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uses no power operated machinery, nor to’ any business where 
the personnel employed consists entirely of the proprietor and 
members of his household. 


THE DIRECTIONS 


1. General. The Wool Yarn and Wool Cloth (Maximum Prices 
and Charges) Order, 1943, applies both to utility and non-utility 
cloths. Accordingly the Woven Wool Cloth Manufacture and 
Supply (No. 3) Directions 1943 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal”’ 
of 16th January 1943, page 20), under which the maximum prices 
of utility woven wool cloths have hitherto been fixed, have been 
revoked and superseded by the new Directions. 

The No. 3 Directions prescribed the types and descriptions of 
cloth to which the utility mark might be applied, the specification 
numbers applicable to each type and the price range within 
which the manufacturer might sell it. Since the maximum prices 
are now governed by the Order, the new Directions instead of 
fixing the maximum price at which utility cloth may be sold 
merely provide that a cloth may not be marked utility unless in 
addition to complying with the appropriate specification in other 
respects, the maximum price at which the manufacturer may sell 
it under the terms of the Order mentioned above falls within 
the limits for that cloth set out in the schedule to the Directions. 
Thus in practice manufacturers, although they must compute 
the price which they may charge for any utility cloth in accord- 
ance with the provisions of the Order, will still find the price 
range for each specification number of cloth in the schedule to 
the Directions and not in the Order. 

2. Application of the Utility Mark and Specification Numbers 
to Cloth. The new Directions provide that when a manufacturer 
is directed to apply the utility mark and a specification number 
to a cloth, the cloth must be of the description given in the 
schedule for cloth of that specification number and must comply 
with the requirements as to width and weight there specified. 
Further, its maximum price calculated in accordance with the 
Wool Yarn and Wool Cloth (Maximum Price and Charges) Order, 
1943, must be not less than the minimum or more than the 
maximum price set out in the schedule to the Directions. For 
cloth in the grey state the width, weight and maximum price 
must be such that they would comply with the requirements in 
the schedule for finished cloth if the cloth had been finished in 
the usual way. When the width of the cloth is not that given in 
the schedule, the limits of weight and price must be propor- 
tionately adjusted. 

If a manufacturer desires to sell wool cloth at less than the 
maximum price provided for it under the Order so as to bring it 
within the price range of a particular utility specification, 
applications for a licence to apply the utility mark and specifica- 
tion number will be favourably considered by the Board of 
Trade. 

3. Discount on Utility Cloth. The obligation on manufacturers 
of utility cloth to give a cash or settlement discount of at least 
2} per cent. to wholesalers and retailers under certain circum- 
stances is now included in the Order and no longer appears in 
the Directions. In practice, however, the position remains 
unchanged. 

4. New Specification Numbers. The new specification numbers 
of utility cloth which are added to the schedule to the Directions 
are 209A; 209B; 215A; 218A; 223A; 224A; 227A; 228A 
and 236. The particulars of most of these cloths have already 
been announced. The specifications of those which have not 
previously been announced are :—

The broad effect of these additions is to enable better quality 
cloths to be produced within the utility range than would other- 
wise be the case. In addition, specification Nos. 231, 232 and 
233 which were omitted from the previous Directions have been 
restored to the schedule ; specification No. 220 has been divided 
into 220A and 220B, and Scottish tweed has been transferred 
from 209A to 209B. 

& 5. Prohibition on Manufacture and Supply. A new Article 
prohibits a person who was not a manufacturer of woven wool 
cloth on Ist September 1941 from manufacturing or supplying 
any such cloth which he has made. In effect, this continues the 
existing prohibition in Article 5 (i) (b) of the Apparel and Textiles 
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Order, 1942; but the provision has been incorporated ih these 
Directions because the prohibition in the Apparel and ‘Textiles 
Order operated only so'long as a Register of Woven Wool Cloth 
Manufacturers was kept for the purposes of that Order. This 
register is in future to be kept for the purposes of the Consumer 
Rationing Orders (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 21st 
August 1943, page 309). 


Headwear 


The quota for supplies of headwear by registered manufac- 
turers during the six months period Ist September 1943 to 
29th February 1944, will be continued at the same rate as at 
present, that is 25 per cent. (an annual rate of 50 per cent.) by 
value of supplies in the year 1941. The quota is laid down in 
the Headwear (No. 6) Directions, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 1207, 
price ld.) issued by the Board of Trade under the Apparel and 
Textiles Order, 1942. 

‘Manufacturers of headwear should note that, as they were 
warned in July when the headwear quota was increased from the 
annual rate of 30 per cent. to 50 per cent. by value, the allowance 
of a quota at this level implies no undertaking that manufac- 
turers will be permitted to employ labour sufficient to fulfil 
their quota. 

Officers’ headwear, which is no longer subject to coupons, is 
now controlled under these Directions. Manufacturers who 
wish to supply such headwear in excess of their quota should 
apply for licences to the Board of Trade, Hawkins House, 
Dolphin Square, London, S.W.1. Licences will only be given 
for compulsory types of headwear. 

Applications (to the above address) will also be considered from 
registered or unregistered manufacturers of infants’ utility 
matching hats for licences to allow them to supply such hats in 
excess of their quota (or their permitted maximum in the case 
of unregistered manufacturers). Applications will be con- 
sidered in the light of the applicants’ sales of infants’ coats and 
infants’ utility breechette or coat sets in the six months Ist 
March to 31st August 1943. 

Unrestricted supplies of headwear renovated, remodelled or 
required by unregistered manufacturers will, under the Direc- 
tions, be permitted only in so far as such work is performed for 
persons registered in Part I of the Register. The previous 
concession no longer applies to the renovation or repair of head- 
wear for persons registered in Part IT of the Register. 

Persons registered in Part II of the Register must now count 
against their quota repair work carried out by them. 


Corsets 


The Board of Trade have issued the Corsets (Manufacture and 
Supply) (No. 7) Directions (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 1203, price 2d.), 
which come into force on Ist September and supersede the 
Corsets (Manufacture and Supply) (Nos. 5 and 6) Directions 
1943 (see the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 6th March 1943, 
page 89, and 15th May 1943, page 186, respectively). 

The following are the main provisions covered by the new 
Directions: Registered manufacturers’ non-utility quota for 
the six months Ist September 1943 to 29th February 1944 will 
remain unchanged at 2 per cent. of their supplies during the 
standard period (i.e., the year ending 3lst May 1940). This 
quota is especially intended to make it possible for a limited 
number of non-utility corsets, particularly in outsizes, to be 
supplied for women of difficult figure. Manufacturers are asked 
to co-operate with the Board in seeing that such requirements 
are met before using their quota for other non-utility corsets 
which they wish to supply. 

A quota concession has been made in connection with repair 
charges and registered manufacturers may now count outside 
quota up to 10/- of the amount charged for the repair of any 
corset. This concession does not extend to repairs to suspender 
belts or brassieres. 

The application of the utility mark to corsets and brassieres 
is now dealt with in the new Corsets Directions and the Utility 
Mark Directions (S. R. & O. 1942 No. 1012, price 1d.) no longer 
apply to corsets and brassieres. The utility mark and the 
manufacturer’s identification number are to be applied either 
by means of a transfer or stamp, or by a label, of which one of 
the longer sides is sewn into a seam with part of the design 
worked in. 

The specifications of utility corsets laid down in the Corsets 
(Manufacture and Supply) (Nos. 4 and 6) Directions (see the 
“ Board of Trade Journal” of 7th November 1942, page 493), 

- follows :— 


1. Types 
The specifications for types 3 and 3a now include back laced 


corsets fitted with a belt which fastens over the body of the 
corset. 


2. Cloths 
’ “Provisions for the use’of three new cotton cloths, Nos. 9033, 
“9034 ant 9085, are included ;- 9033 is a heavy Florentine drill, 
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9034 a satin drill approximating closely to 9031 and 9035 a 
collar cloth ‘closely resembling 9032. 

Brassiere cloth 9140 may now be used for the bust sections 
of corselets. 

Cloth 9030 may be used for the under belt of outsize laced back 
belted corsets made of collar cloth or Florentine drill. 9030 may 
be used for the strapping of any corset for which it is allowed as 
a body cloth, and it may also be used for the strapping of outsize 
corsets made of collar cloth or Florentine drill. 


3. Elastic 

The elastic restrictions have been revised so that the limit for 
all types is now determined by the weight of rubber used and 
not, as hitherto, by reference in some cases to the number of 
panels and gussets allowed. 

Laced back belted corsets may now contain elastic in the 
body of the garment, whereas previously elastic was permitted 
in the under belt only. Laced back under belted corsets may 
also now contain a little elastic. 


4. Metal 

Hook side wrap arounds of sizes 27 inches waist upwards 
may now contain up to 3 ozs. of metal only, excluding the weight 
of metal in the suspenders, if any. 


Specification Numbers of Made-up Clothing 


In the “ Board of Trade Journal” of 21st August 1943 (page 
311) it was announced that Directions would shortly be made 
requiring manufacturers of made-up utility clothing to apply the 
utility cloth specification number to the garments they produce, 
The Utility Apparel (Specification Number) Directions (S. R. 
& O. 1943 No. 1208, price 2d.) have now been made and will come 
into force on 9th September 1943. They provide that from that 
date makers-up of utility clothing must apply to the garments 
the specification number of the cloth from which they are mainly 
made-up. They also prescribe the way in which the specification 
number is to beapplied. Knitted garments (other than garments 
made from locknit and circular rayon fabrics) and corsets are not 
covered by these Directions. 


Civilian Hosiery Control 


The Board of Trade announce that the Directorate of Civilian 
Hosiery will in future be known as the Civilian Hosiery Control. 
Mr. L. Foyster and Mr. C. R. Coleman, hitherto respectively 
Director and Deputy Director of Civilian Hosiery, have been 
appointed Controller and Deputy Controller. 


Industrial Rubber and Safety Boots 


On the buying permits necessary for the purchase of industrial 
rubber and safety boots, information is printed giving the 
number of coupons which must be surrendered for each type. 
The changes made by the Consumer Rationing (No 21) Order, 
1943 (see the ‘‘ Board of Trade Journal”’ of 21st August, page 
309) mean that this information is now out of date. The correct 
number of coupons which must be surrendered with buying 
permits is now :— 

With IF/1 permits (for rubber boots of knee length or more) 6 

With IF/2  ,, (for rubber boots of ankle nigy or 

with textile leg) 3 


With IF/3_,,_~—- (for industrial safety boots) Eis odartle 


Existing permits, which remain valid, will continue to be used 
until supplies are exhausted. 

Traders who receive safety boot certificates which entitled 
their customer to a pair of safety boots coupon free should 
observe that the coupon value of these certificates is only 4. 
If safety boots are sold against these certificates after 15th 
August, traders may send the certificate, together with the 
buying permits which accompany them, and a statement that 
the sale took place after 15th August to The Chief Accountant 
(Coupon Control), Board of Trade, North Gate, Prince Albert 
Road, London, N.W.8. Transfer vouchers to the value of 6 
coupons will be issued in exchange for each certificate, and the 
buying permits will be returned with them. 


Toilet Preparations 


The Board of Trade have made the Toilet Preparations (No. 3) 
Order 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 1213, price 3d.) which comes 
into operation on Ist September 1943. The principal feature of 
the new Order is that it replaces the quota control by a system 
of individual licensing of registered manufacturers. The mail 
points to be noted are as follows :— 
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1. Licensing of Registered Manufacturers 

Registered persons may not manufacture toilet preparations 
or supply such goods of their own manufacture except under the 
authority of a licence issued by the Board of Trade. Registered 
persons need not apply for these licences. The licences will 
state :— 

(a) the premises on which manufacture may take place, 

(6) the total value of toilet preparations which may be sup- 
plied during the four months ending with 3lst December 1943. 

sara types of toilet preparations which the licensee may 
supply, 

(d) the site of the prepacked units in which he must supply 
those preparations ; unless the licence specifically permits them 
to be supplied in bulk, 

(e) the minmium value of each unit which is to be counted 
against the licence. Any items may be sold at a lower price than 
that given in the licence, but the value to be counted against the 
licence must be that given in the licence. If, however, goods are 
sold at a higher price than that given in the licence the value 
must be taken as the selling price. 


Illustration 

Suppose a manufacturer is licensed to supply £2,000 worth of 
lipsticks, and the minimum value of these lipsticks to be counted 
against this licence is 12s. per dozen. If he charges 12s. per 
dozen he can supply 40,000 lipsticks and even if he chooses to 
sell them at 6d. each, he may still supply only 40,000, because 
for the purpose of his licence he must still count the value of each 
lipstick as 1s. and not 6d. If on the other hand he sells at 2s. 
per lipstick it will be 2s. per lipstick which will count against the 
licence and he will be able to supply only 20,000 lipsticks. 

The purpose of this period of control is to fix the maximum 
quantity of toilet preparations of his own manufacture which a 
manufacturer may supply in a given period. 


2. Registered Manufacturers 

Unregistered persons who were supplying toilet preparations 
of their own manufacture on Ist October 1941, may continue to 
supply such goods to a value of £41 13s. 4d. a month. All other 
unregistered persons, who were prohibited under the previous 
Order from supplying goods of their own manufacture, are now 
also prohibited from manufacturing. 


3. Marked and Supply of Toilet Preparations 

(1) All toilet preparations must be marked on the innermost 
container with :— 

(i) the name and address of the manufacturer, or of the 
licensed packer who repacked them, and 

(ii) an expression indicating that they are toilet prepara- 
tions, e.g., face powder, cleansing lotion; the letters 
T.P. will suffice for this purpose if the name of the 
product given on the container is not sufficient. Whole- 
salers have until 30th November to clear their existing 
stocks of goods not so marked ; retailers are given until” 
3lst December 1943. 

(2) Goods which do not come into the seller’s possession as 
toilet preparations may not be sold by him as toilet preparations, 
nor may they be sold to persons who he has reason to believe 
require them for use as toilet preparations. This provision does 
not of course apply to the supply of goods by the persons who 
have manufactured them. 


4. Packing 

As before no person may repack toilet preparations which are 
not of his own manufacture without a licence, except in the case 
of goeds supplied by a retailer on or after an order from a 
customer. 

Special attention is called to the new provisions by which no 
registered person may :— 

(a) pack toilet preparations which he has already supplied 
to another person. 

(b) use containers which do not belong to him, or which he has 
acquired from the person to whom he is supplying the packed 
products. 


5. Supply of Materials 

Materials for making up into toilet preparations, whether in 
sets or otherwise, may be supplied only to authorised manu- 
facturers. 


6. Additional Licences 

Application may be made to the Board of Trade for the 
following concessions 

(2) by registered manufacturers, who were making baby 
powder during the standard period, for permission to make 
extra supplies of baby powder. 

(6) by registered manufacturers who still have stocks of 
petroleum products acquired before Ist January 1943, which 
they wish to make up into hair preparations. 

(c) by registered manufacturers who wish to continue to 
supply powder which they had in stock on 31st December 1942, 
a8 under the present arrangements. 

(d) by unregistered manufacturers who hold stocks of petro- 
leum products in excess of 5 gallons which they acquired before 
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Ist. January 1943, and which they wish to make up into hair 
preparations. 
7. Hair Preparations containing Petroleum Products and Toilet 
Preparations containing Certain Solvents 

The manufacture of hair preparations containing petroleum 
products and of other toilet preparations containing more than 
1 part in 200 by weight of certain solvents was prohibited after 
3lst January 1943 by the- Toilet Preparations Order, 1942 
(see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 26th December 1942, 
page 551). Under the new Order the supply of these products 
will be prohibited as follows :— 

(a) Hair preparations containing petroleum products : 
Registered persons may not supply these goods of their 
own manufacture except under special licence, and such 
licences will normally not permit supply after 31st 
December 1943. The supply of these goods by any other 
persons, including wholesalers and retailers, is pro- 
nibited after 29th February 1944. 

(b) Toilet preparations containing more than 1 part in 200 by 

weight of acetone, etc. 
Registered persons may not supply these goods of their 
own manufacture except under licence, and such 
licences will in no case permit supply after 31st October 
1943. The supply of these goods by any other persons, 
including wholesalers and retailers, is prohibited after 
31st December 1943. 


8. Records and Returns 

It should be noted that— 

(a) unregistered, as well as registered, manufacturers must in 
future keep separate records of the quantity and value of their 
sales of products manufactured by them. 

(6) registered manufacturers are required to make a return to 
the Board of Trade showing the quantity and value of their 
supplies of goods of their own manufacture during the four 
months ending 31st December 1943, and thereafter every quarter. 


9. Shampoos 
No shampoos are controlled under this Order ; they are con- 
trolled under Orders mad» by the Ministry of Food. 


Polishes 


The Board of Trade have made the Limitation of Supplies 
(Polishes) (No. 3) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 1206, price 
2d.). This Order continues the existing control for a further 
period of four months ending 3lst December 1943, but it now 
covers the supply of all polishes (including creams and dressings) 
made wholly or partly of wax, for whatever purpose they are 
intended, and such finishings, fillers, stains and inks containing 
wax as are used in the manufacture or repair of footwear, leather 
or leather goods. Any manufacturers of goods which are now 
controlled for the first time under this Order, whose names are 
not already entered on the Register of Manufacturers of Polishes 
should apply to the Assistant Secretary, Industries and Manu- 
factures Department 4, Board of Trade, Millbank, London, 
8.W.1, for registration. 

The quota is to be calculated at the same rate as under the 
previous Order, and registered manufacturers may therefore 
supply polishes for floor, furniture, leather and footwear to a 
value not exceeding 33} per cent. of the supplies of these polishes 
made by them during the standard period (i.e., the six months 
ending 30th November 1939), or £166 13s. 4d., whichever is 
the greater. Subject to certain conditions, registered manu- 
facturers may still supply these polishes, in excess of their 
quotas, for export, for Government contracts, and to hospitals, 
the Navy, Army and Air Force Institutes, the Merchant Navy 
Supply Association, the War Organisation of the British Red 
Cross Society and Order of St. John of Jerusalem, and to certain 
other privileged users. The value of these permitted types of 
polishes of their own manufacture which may be supplied by 
unregistered manufacturers who were supplying them on Ist 
June 1942 is reduced from £100 a month to £41 13s. 4d. 

All manufacturers are prohibited from supplying any polishes 
made by them other than footwear, floor, furniture or leather 
polish, except under a licence granted by the Board of Trade. 
Materials for making polishes may be supplied only to persons 
who are authorised by the provisions of the Order to supply 
polishes of their own manufacture. 

Certain restrictions are now placed on the packing and marking 
of polishes. Manufacturers must mark their products with their 
name and address or registered trade mark, and with a descrip- 
tion of the type of polish, e.g., “ floor polish.” 

No person, whether manufacturer, wholesaler or retailer, may 
mark polishes which they supply in such a way as to indicate 
that the polish is suitable for polishing anything other than 
furniture, floors, footwear.and leather ; wholesalers and retailers 
are, however, permitted to dispose of any stocks of other types 
of polishes which they may have. The repacking of polishes is 
prohibited except under licence. 

Traders who buy polishes for resale are required to keep a 
record of the value of the polishes supplied to them on each 
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transaction, together with the name and address of the supplier. 

The [Board of Trade attach particular importance to the 
maintenance of adequate supplies of boot and shoe polish, which 
is essential for the preservation of leather, and they hope that 
manufacturers will concentrate on its production as far as 


possible. 


Rationed Goods Sold at Clearance Prices 


Following representations by the trade that the former “ im- 
perfect and shop-soiled goods ” arrangements needed complete 
revision in present circumstances and that the minor amendments 
made in the Consolidation Order were inadequate in various 
respects, Article 9 of the Consumer Rationing (Consolidation) 
Order and the relevant Schedule have been re-cast. The neces- 
sary amending Order which comes into force on 1st September 
is the Consumer Rationing (Amendment) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 
1943 No. 1242).* 

Traders will be allowed to supply rationed goods at their 
option either at one of the reduced coupon rates or at the full 
coupon rate. In order to allow of better clearance prices for the 
higher priced goods, and at the same time provide reasonably 
low rates for the cheaper goods, it has proved necessary to relate 
the clearance prices for utility goods to their over-riding 
maximum price, as well as to the price per coupon. 

The conditions under which stocks may be sold off at reduced 
coupon rates will be as follows :—

1. Utility goods for which an over-riding maximum price has 
been fixed either by an Order made under the Goods and Services 
(Price Control) Act, 1941, or by a Direction made under the 
Apparel and Textiles Order, 1942, to qualify for the half coupon 
rate must be sold at a price not exceeding either— 

(a) one-half of the over-riding maximum price appropriate to 
such a sale or 

(6) the amount shown in the third column of the Schedule 
multiplied by the full coupon value of the goods, 
whichever is the smaller. 

Similarly, to qualify for the quarter coupon rate such utility 
goods must be supplied at a price not exceeding either 

(a) one-quarter of the over-riding maximum price appropriate 
to such a sale, or 

(6) the amount specified in the second column of the schedule 
multiplied by the full coupon value of the goods, 
whichever is the smaller. 

2. Non-utility goods and utility goods for which an over- 
riding maximum price has not been fixed are treated similarly 
except that condition (a) does not apply. 

3. For sales to traders price limits under (b) are reduced by 


* Will be on sale very shortly. 
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three-eighths if the seller is,a. registered trader, and by one- 
quarter if he is not. 

The amended Schedule is as follows :— 

The items marked X include all outerwear except those -gar- 
ments specifically described in other items. 

The following are examples of the calculations at the retail 
stage in respect of the half coupon rate :— 

(i) Pair of utility stockings Specification 651. 

One-half of over-riding maximum price (2s. 1d.) = Is. 4d. 
14 coupons) X Is. = Is. 6d. 
In order to qualify for the half coupon rates, it will there- 
fore be necessary for the retailer to sell the stockings at 
1s. $d. per pair. 

(ii) Man’s suit (non-utility). 

26 (coupons) X 2s. = 52s. 

In this case, the suit could be sold at half coupons at 
anything up to 52s. since the other calculation doe not 
apply. 

For wholesalers and unregistered makers-up, the prices would 
be 25 per cent. less, and for registered manufacturers 37} per 
cent. less. The price at which a given article may be sold for 
one-quarter of its full coupon value will in every case be half 
of the price at which it qualifies for the half-coupon rate. 

It should be noted that, as the provision is now made optional, 
there is no reason for traders to go to the trouble of studying 
the Schedule unless they have any items of stock which for any 
reason they may wish to sell at half coupons. Nor will the Board 
of Trade be willing to consider any applications from traders for 
coupons to replace any coupon capital they may lose by taking 
advantage of these arrangements. 

The Amending Order also makes certain other changes. One 
which should be particularly noted is the inclusion of Utility 
categories GC, GCX and B/GC under Item WG/66, in the First 
Schedule. This does not affect the coupons required for girls’ 
sizes, but for sizes over 3, which are rated as women’s, five 
coupons only will be required for these categories. Specifications 
and prices for the category B/GC will be issued shortly. 


Trading with the Enemy 


NETHERLANDS CONCERNS TRANSFERRED TO 
NETHERLANDS OVERSEA TERRITORY 


With reference to the notice under the above heading in the 
“* Board of Trade Journal ”’ of 23rd May 1942 (page 264) following

ADDITIONS TO -“ BLACK LIST” 


The Board of Trade announce that they have made the 
Trading with the Enemy (Specified Persons) (Amendment) 
(No. 11) Order, 1943 (S. R. & O. 1943 No. 1160, price 3d.), 
which came into force on 23rd August, containing 228 additions 
to the “ Black List ” of traders abroad with whom it is unlawful 
to have dealings of any kind. 

Persons owing moneys to, or holding or managing the property 
of, specified persons are reminded that they are under statutory 
obligation to report particulars to the Custodians of Enemy 
Property. 


ADVICE TO SHIPPERS 


There is no change to report in the statutory list “‘ A” as 
published in the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 14th August 
1943, pages 303-4. 


Export Credits Guarantees Department 


APPOINTMENT 


The President of the Board of Trade has appointed Sir Wilkiam 
Goodenough, D.L., J.P., Deputy Chairman of Barclays Bank 
Ltd., as Chairman of the Export Guarantees Advisory Council 
and the Executive Committee of the Export Credits Guarantee 
Department in succession to the late Sir John Caulcutt. 


Delivery Charges on Second-hand Furniture 


The attention of the Central Price Regulation Committee has 
been drawn to a method of pricing second-hand furniture which 
appears to arise from a misunderstanding of the terms of the 
General Furniture (Maximum Prices, Maximum Charges and 
Records) (No. 2) Order, 1942 (see the “‘ Board of Trade Journal ” 
of 26th December 1942, page 551). The permitted margin of 50 
per cent. is based upon “ the price paid or agreed to be paid to 
the owner of the second-hand furniture (not being a person 
carrying on a business to which this Order applies) by the first 
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purchaser thereof ’’ and “ price.” in this Corinection is defined as 
“the price inclusive of delivery charges neeessarily and ‘properly 
incurred.” 

Where such furniture is purchased by a second dealer from the 
dealer who made the original purchase from the private owner 
(whether at an auction or otherwise) the permitted margin of 
50 per cent., which is, of course, to be split between the two 
dealers in any way which they may mutually arrange, is still 
based only on the original price paid and the collection or delivery 
charges incurred by the first dealer. Any delivery charges 
incurred in transporting such furniture between the first dealer 
and. the second dealer must, according to the terms of the Order, 
be taken out of the 50 per cent. overall margin. Nothing in the 
Order permits the inclusion of these later collection or delivery 
charges between dealers to be included in the starting price 
upon which the margin is calculated, and traders are warned 
that Local Price Regulation Committees will take action if such 
a method of pricing is adopted. 


Control of Wiping Rags 


The Control of Rags (No. 3) (Wiping Rags) Order, 1943 
(8. R. & O. 1943 No. 1189, price 1d.), made by the Minister of 
Supply, amends the Control of Rags (Wiping Rags) Orders 
1942 and 1943 (see the ‘“ Board of Trade Journal” of 31st 
October 1942, page 479, and 6th February 1943, page 52). 

The maximum price for polishers not made from new material, 
fixed by the latter orders, is now applicable only to white 
polishers. The other main amendment is that three types of 
coloured wiping rags made from new material are now included 
in the first schedule. 


Control of Cotton Waste Yarn Prices 


The Control of the Cotton Industry (No. 44) Order, 1943 
(8. R. & O. 1943 No. 1188, price 1d.) which has been made by 
the Minister of Supply, further amends the No. 31 Order (see 
the “‘ Board of Trade Journal” of 4th April 1942, page 184) 
vhich brought cotton waste yarn prices under control, and which 
had already been amended by the No. 42 Order. The No. 42 
Order provided for the prices of condenser and preparation 
yarns delivered in hank or on cones, cheeses, and beans, to be 
based on the cop price for yarn spun on a specified gauge of mule, 
vhatever gauge is actually used.

INVESTMENT OF TRUST FUNDS IN SAVINGS 
CERTIFICATES 


The Postmaster-General calls the attention of Trustees to the 
fact that the Statutory Regulations relating to National Savings 
Certificates (The Savings Certificates Regulations 1933) make 
no provision for the purchase of Certificates by a person as 
trustee unless the purchase is made in trust for a named benefi- 
ciary and the Postmaster-General is informed of the name of the 
beneficiary at the time when the Certificates are purchased. In 
such case the Certificates are to be deemed to be held jointly by 
the trustee and the beneficiary and are so recorded in the Savings 
Certificate Register. 

When, owing to the nature or terms of the trust (for example, 
when the beneficiary has only a contingent, limited or rever- 
sionary interest) the procedure mentioned above cannot be 
adopted, Savings Certificates are not a suitable form of invest- 
ment. In such cases an investment in 3 per cent. Defence Bonds 
or in some other Government Security currently on issue should 
be considered. 


British Standard Specification 


LADDERS 


The British Standards Institution has recently issued a War 
Emergency British Standard Specification No. 1129 for Ladders. 

The preparation of this specification was authorised in response 
to a request received from the Timber Control, in order to effect 
economy so far as is compatible with a safety in the use of timber 
for these ladders. 

The specification has been limited to extension and step 
ladders, as these are the types in most common use. 

The specification covers the species of timber that may be used, 
it limits the defects permissible in the timber, such as knots, 
surface checks, inclination of grain and the moisture content, 
etc., and it then goes on to specify the dimensions and gives 
certain details in regard to the method of construction.

Canada 


AGRICULTURAL OUTLOOK 


According to ‘The Guaranty Survey” published by the Guaranty 
Trust Company of New York, markedly uneven betterment of 
crop prospects was noted in mid-July reports. Effects of delayed 
seeding and later unfavourable climatic conditions in broad 
regions have persisted and reduced yields are expected. With 
abundant stocks of wheat in storage, however, no scarcity of 
the grain next season is foreseen. In the Dominion, as in the 
United States, very large quantities of wheat have been fed to 
During the crop year now ending, this use 
in the two countries has accounted for the estimated disappear- 
ance of 445 million bushels, of which the Canadian share in one- 
fifth. “Such a quantity of wheat,” the Dominion Bureau of 
Statistics notes, ‘‘is more than the average annual net imports 
of European countries, including the British Isles, during the five 
years before the war and is a new tecord in the farm utilisation 
of wheat in North America.” 

Canadian supplies of beef and veal this year are expected to 
exceed the quantities available in 1942 when a shortage was 
recorded. The number of cattle shown as on Ist December 
1942 was 7 per cent. above the corresponding figure in 1941 ; 
the gain in milk cows was 2 per cent. and in other cattle 11 per 
cent. Licensing of slaughterers and the introduction of rationing 
place an increased share of the meat products under Government 
control and reduce illicit marketing. An Order of the Milk 
Board effective on 12th July last requires a reduction of the 
slaughter, for the domestic market, of hogs of a quality suitable 
for the export trade. Hog production has doubled since the war 
began. Last autumn’s pig crop now being marketed was 16 per 
cent. larger than production a year earlier. A comparable increase 
of 21 per cent. in the spring crop will be reflected in the slaughter 
totals later this year. Maintenance of scheduled shipments of 
pork to Britain is a primary object of current regulations. 


Peru 


DIRECTION OF TRADE 


According to the Guaranty Trust Company of New York, 
Peruvian exports last year totalled 494,962,000 soles, barely 
maintaining the peak level reached in 1941. Imports declined 
5 per cent. to 338,692,000 soles the resultant export balance was 
14 per cent. larger than the corresponding amount in the pre- 
ceding year. Tonnage figures show an increase of 2 per cent. in 
exports, as against a decline of 12 per cent. in the quantities of 
imports. Geographical distribution of the trade was marked 
by a substantially increased British share of the value total, 
exports to the United Kingdom rising by more than 100 per 
eent. The much larger participation by the United States, on 
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the other hand, was reduced; ..Exports to this country repre- 
sented 40 per cent. of total sales abroad, as compared ;with 43 
per cent. in 1941 and the corresponding decline shown by import 
values from 62 to 56 per cent. of the aggregate ; other notable 
changes include the growth of imports from Argentina and of 
exports to Chile. 


United States of America 


RUBBER DEVELOPMENTS 


A process that is expected to aid materially in the quick 
completion of the synthetic rubber programme has recently 
been announced. The new method makes it possible to manu- 
facture butadiene directly from grain and thereby eliminate 
several steps heretofore required in the production of synthetic 
rubber from raw material. (Butadiene is the principal ingredient 
of Buna—S, which represents approximately four-fifths of the 
synthetic rubber to be produced under the emergency programme. ) 
Under the process in use in the past, it has been necessary first 
to convert the grain into industrial alcohol. The elimination of 
this necessity is expected to contribute to the solution of one of 
the major problems in the successful development of the synthetic 
rubber industry—a speedy, efficient and economical output of 
butadiene. The significance of the new method, particularly 
its long-range value, is believed to be enhanced by the fact that 
it makes possible the more efficient utilisation of grain, a readily 
renewable raw material. 

This discovery, like other new developments in the technique 
of synthetic rubber production, has been placed at the disposal 
of the whole industry. The pooling of patents, trade secrets 
and research facilities has become a regular wartime practice 
and has saved valuable time in accelerating production and 
improving the quality of the product. Although the industry is 
expected to revert to an essentially competitive basis with the 
return of peace, it is believed that certain phases of the study 
now being carried on can be perpetuated through the establish- 
ment of a self-controlled co-operative organisation. 

The near-term outlook for rubber supplies has improved with 
the publication of reports indicating large increases in production 
of natural rubber in the Amazon region in 1943 and 1944. 
Brazilian rubber authorities estimate that the current campaign 
to stimulate output will result in a 100 per cent. increase this 
year. The 1943 total is placed at 35,000 tons as against the all- 
time peak of 42,500 tons in 1912. Forecasts for next year run 
as high as 60,000 or 70,000 tons, which, if realised, will substan- 
tially exceed the records established in the days when South 
America was the principal source of the world’s rubber.

PROVISION FOR PROTECTION AGAINST LOSS 
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Under the provisions of the Export Guarantees Act, 193i, 
the Export Credits Guarantee Department is authorised 
give guarantees to United Kingdom exporters for the purpo# 
of encouraging export trade. War conditions have greatly 
increased the risks to which exporters are exposed in overs 
trading, and the Department has put into operation specisl 
facilities giving them protection against these risks 
exceptionally favourable terms. 

The standard form of cover is the War Emergency polity 
which covers the exporter of consumable goods sold for cadh, 
or on short credit, from the time he books an order until 
receives the amount due to him in payment for the good 
An exporter who is prepared to insure with the Department 
whole of his export orders can thus obtain protection a% 
loss due to :— 

(a) his buyer’s insolvency ; 

(6) exchange restrictions in the buyer’s country ; 

(c) events such as war in the buyer’s country preventing 

ment for goods shipped or preventing their roms 

(d) additional handling, insurance and freight charges 

covered by Marine or Government war risk pc 
caused by interruption or diversion (through B 
Government instructions) of the voyage on which 
goods are shipped. 


fhe cover at present available is either 85 per cent. or 90 
cent., according to the partioular risk. 
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LOSS 
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The Department also issues a policy which enables exporters 
to quote firm o.i.f. prices some months ahead of shipment. 
Under this guarantee exporters in respect of any c.i.f. trans- 
action are covered against any rise in marine insurance, Govern- 
ment war risk insurance and freight rates occurring within an 

period (normally six months). 

Other policies are available to meet special requirements of 
exporters in particular cases. 

The strictest secrecy is observed in all correspondence and
